Court Doctor To Pharaoh. 


Dr. F. M. Sandwith, consulting sux 
geon to the Khedive of Egypt, lectur- 
ing at Kensington town hall recently, 
said the first surgeon. of whom he 
could find any record lived at the time 
of the fifth Egyptian dynasty, and 
must have been court doctor to the 
Pharaoh some 4,000, years before 
Christ. 

The first surgical implements of 
which anything was known, said Dr. 
Sandwith, were splints found in the 
Nubian Desert. In one place a grave 
yard was. found, and here were re 
maing of bodies with fractured limbs 
that had been set with bark splints. 
One was a right thigh bone that had. 
been broken, and wae still held in posi- 
tion by a workmanlike splint and ban 
dages. All the knots were true reef- 
knots, and the wrappings showed how 
the strips of palm- Rbre cloth were set 
just as a good surgeon would set 
them nowadays, so as to use the full 
strength of the fabric. 

In other cases, said Dr. Sandwi 
bodies were found with compo 
fractures, where the broken ends of 
the bone had broken through the skin. 
Death seemed to have come very 
quickly after an accident of this kind, 
for no trace of healing of the bones 
was to be found.

Turkish Artillery.

Orban took three 
months over the task, and the cannon 
was called (probably as an omen) Ba- 
silican.

e North America, according to the 

United States geological survey, the 
lowest point is in Death valley, Call- 
fornia, 276 fcet below sea level, but 
this is a slight depression compared 
‘to the basin of the Dead sea, in Pales- 
tine, Asin, where the lowest dry land 
point is 1,290 feet below sea level. In | 
Africa, the lowest point is in the desert | 
of Sahara, about 150 feet below sea | 
level, but the Sahara as a whole ifs 
not below sea level, although until re- 
cently the greater part of it was sup- 
posed to be. In Enrope the lowest point 
at present known is on the shores of 
the Caspian sea, elghty feet below sea 
level. In Australia the lowest point is 
at Lake Torrens, twenty-five feet be- 
low sea level.

W. J. Elliott, B.S.A., Principal. 

The School of Agriculture now under- 
going erection at the town of Olds will be 
open for students on or about November 


Ist. The school building will be com- 
pleted toward the end of July, and will 
be furnished and equipped in a first-class 
manner for the teaching of practical and 
scientific agriculture, domestic science, 
and household economy. The building 
is & most complete one, and has heen 
pronounced by experts to be particularly 
well adapted to the purposes for which it 
is being built, The machine shop, car- 
penters shop, chemical laboratory and 
library will be all a in first-class 
manner so as to afford the boys who 
attend the school the same advantages 


that they have in the first two year’s 


course in any agricultural college. <A 
staff of competent teachers will be en- 
gaged, and the work will be under the 
direction of Mr. W. J. Elliott, B.S.A., 
who has been employed for the last two 
years by the Natural Resources Depart- 
ment of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company as their Superintendent of Agri- 
culture, and who will be Principal of the 
School. 

Mr. Elliott is well-known in the pro- 
vine@-as le has assisted the Department 
of Agriculture at uheir short course schools 
and with the dewonstration train, and 
has proven himself in that work pethaps 
one of the most efficient teachers in the 
different branches of agriculture in West- 
ern Canada. Mr. Elliott was born on an 
Ontario farm, in the county of Huron, in 
1875. He received his education in the 
public schooland Seaforth Collegiate In- 


years after passing the entrance examin- 
ution. In the securing of his education, 
Mr, Elliott is a young man who made his 
own way entirely, and the money with 
which he educated himself was made 
mostly by working as a hired man with 
neighbouring farmers, than which thore 
is no better experience for a foundation 
in agricultural education. It had been 
his ambition to attend the Agricultural 
Coliege.at Guelph, and in the fall of 1895 
he made his way there with $46.00, so 
that he practically had to work his way 
throtigh the institution, which he did, 
gratiuating in 1898 with thedegree of B.S.A. 

During his collegiate and agricultural 
college days, though working hard, he 
found seme time for good healthy sport, 
and was regarded as one of the best foot- 
ball players in Ontario. Alter his grad- 
vation from Guelph he spent a short time 
in a cheese fuctory at Harrison, Ontario, 
and then went to Minnesota where he 
managed a cheese factory at Island Lake 
for two years; then, fora year and a half 
he managed a large creamery at Glen@ille, 
Minnesota. In the spring of 1903, he én- 
gaged with the Dairy and Food Depart- 
iwnent of the State to assist in the organiza- 
tion and erection of creameries, and in 
the fall of the same year he took charge 
of the Dairy and Animal Industry De- 
partments of the Agricultural College at 
Bozeman, Montana, and in 1908 was 
made Dean of the Short Courses of Agri- 
culture in connection with this College, 
which position he occupied until January, 
1910. This experience in connection with 
extension work and teaching fn the Col- 
lege of Agriculture in that State has es- 
pecially fitted Mr, Elliott for his work at 
Olds. In January, 1910, he accepted the 
position which he has just resigned with 
the Canadian Pacific Kailway Company, 
and has been a resident of Alberta for the 
last three years. 

Mr. Elliott takes char; 
at Olds with a first-hand knowledge of 
conditions in the province, as well as an 
enthusiasm for the system of agricultural 
instruction that is to be given at these 
schools. He is a born teacher, and has 
the happy faculty of imparting some of 
his enthusiasm to his students, He has 
addressed meetings at different parts of 
the proyince of Albefta, and there are few 
men who can give his audience a better 
understanding of the subject he has under 
consideration. 

The Principal of the schoo! will open 
an office in Olds early in July, and will 
spend the time between then and the 
opening ‘of the school in making the 
arrangements, in visiting prospective 
students, andin making repara- 
tions for the work to be done. ny pro-

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 

family, or any male over 18 years eld, 
may homestead a quarter section of ayail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the. nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions hy father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead .on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties-—Must reside upon the hotne- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from the date of homestead 
entry (including the time required to 
earn homestead patent) and cultivate 
fifty acres extra.
